Indian last stand ends battle

A Native American's threat to 
pitch a teepe on the Capitol lawn 
Friday ended his fourth - month bat- 
tle with the welfare departments of 
two counties. 

Charles New, a Sioux Indian from 
the Pine Ridge Reservation, arrived at 
the Sacramenio Urban Indian Health 
Project with his wife, Sylvia, his five 
children (the eldest of which is eight). 
and his brother, Albert New. The 
following ia a summary of his story 

New brought his family to Califor. 
nia to escape conditions on the reser- 
vation. He spent seven months in the 
Los Angeles area seeking employment 
with no luck 

New then moved his young family 
to Oakland. Again, efforts to find em- 
ployment were fruitiess. He applied 
for, and got, welfare from Alameda 
County. But the checks soon stopped 
coming Calls to the welfare agency 
produced no results. They told him the 
checks had been mailed 


For three months no checks came 
Repeated contacts with the agency 
brought only a bureaucratic 
runaround. Meanwhile, New, his wife 
and children, were forced to move 
because they couldn't pay rent. 

Investigation showed that the mis. 
sing checks were stolen and cashed. A 
forgery investigation is now unde: 
way in Alameda County. 

In desperation, New packed hi: 
family into his car and headed back tc 
the reservation. The car broke down ir 
Sacramento. When funds ran low 
New began to seek work here 

He moved his family into a cheap 
hotel room, which he soon had to 
leave for lack of funds. From there he 
went to the Salvation Army. The 
Salvation Army ordered the family 
into the street at 7 a.m 

His children began to grow ill from 
the moving around. There was no 
money to buy milk for the baby 
Another child began to weaken from 
the louse bites which resulted from the 
flop house conditions into which he 
had been forced to move his children. 


During all of this time, New, and 
his brother Albert were selling their 
blood at the plasmapheresis centers in 
Sacramento. 

Contacts with Sacramento welfare 
agencies were fruitless. New was told 
by Sacramento County that Alameda 
County would have to help him. Con- 
tinued efforts to have the lost checks 
replaced by Alameda County were 
met by assurances that the checks were 
forthcoming. They never came. 

Finally, on Friday, faced with near 
starvation, absence of funds, physical 
weakness from giving blood, and the 
Prospect of moving his family into his 
car, Charles New again contacted the 
Sacramento County Department of 
Social Welfare. 

New was told that, at last, he could 
get aid in Sacramento but first he had 
to have a residence. He replied that he 
had been ordered to leave his 
residence because he had no money to 
pay the rent and was faced with the 
prospect of moving into his car

end of the line replied, “Camp out, I've

Biofeedback training has 
been and is being used as preventative 
and curative medicine by people to 
control their bodies’ activities

U.S. cigarette makers are gearing 
up to test market in Amenca the 
newest cigarette substitute, called 
“cytrel.”

The Celanese 
Fibers Marketing Comipany — which 
makes cytrel — is predicting that the 
tobacco substitute will even top the 
current demand for low tar and

mind for control of himself,” says Ted 
Miler, director of the Biofeedback 
Training Institute, located in the 
Chnst Unity Church, 1414 L St 

“The key to biofeedback is that a 
person must want to change the 
feelings we ali have been taught to sup- 
press or that we have ignored,” says 
Miler 

Biofeedback training is the 
Procedure that lets a patient tune into 
his bodily functions and, eventually, 
control them. A patient is connected 
to one of three machines by electrodes 
Placed on pressure points on the body 
The machines resemble an AM - FM 
Stereo receiver and measure skin 
temperature, muscle relaxation and 
brain - waves 

A certain sound -- a click or hum — 
changes in pitch to reflect a change in 
skin temperature, for instance 
(Various colored lights are sometimes 
substituted as sensory cues.) Muscle 
relaxation is measured in much the 
same way as skin temperature, and 
brain - waves are often measured on 
an oscilloscope or an_ elec- 
troencephalograph but sound is also 
used. The patient learns to relate 
changes in sound pitch to thought and 
soon begins to realize thoughts can 
control the change in pitch. 

The biofeedback trainer begins 
teaching a patient by asking questions 
to guide the patient throught the ses- 
sion. With each session the patient is 
asked fewer questions by the trainer 
and soon learns to begin the session 
himself. After a while, the patient will 
not need a sound as a sensory guide to 
conduct training but will be able to 
know thoughts and their effect on the 
body and can use control to change a 
problem. 

“What we try to do is teach a per- 
son to rely on themself, not on another 
person or a machine,” says Miller, 
who received a degree in engineering 
from the University of California and 
his biofeedback training at the Men- 
ninger Foundation in Topeka, Kan. 

“But the key is how much the per- 
son wants to change. There's a danger 
that the person will look to the trainer 
and put their faith in him or her to 
lead. That's dangerous. The person 
must lead themself because that is how 
they are going to learn control.” 

A woman in Kansas, Miller says, 
went for treatment of a migraine. She 
progressed well but reached a plateau 
and stopped. Her body pushed her to 
continue to progress but she didn't 
want to. She began to fade back until! 
she found out, with help, that the 
migraine was the result of a marital 
problem; she was using the migraine 
to gain attention. The woman 
dropped out of the treatment, and 
Miller didn’t know if her migraine had 
disappeared. 

But mine control can be carried to 
extremes. Jack Swartz, an emigrant 
from Holland, has demonstrated 
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done it lots of times.” New hung up the 
phone.

Health Center, which shares offices 
with the Aquarian Effort at 2104 
Capitol Avenue, quickly arranged for 
New to camp out — on the West lawn 
of the State Capitol. 

Finally, after more than three mon- 
ths of patient hassling with the system, 
the system was moved by the thought 
of an Indian with two sick children 
camping out on the Capitol lawn. New 
and the group of Indians which had 
accompanied him were invited to meet 
with Mano Obledo, the Secretary of 
Health Education and Welfare ot the 
State of California 

They were met instead by Arnold 
Munoz, deputy director of the twelve 
billion dollar agency which employs 
50,000 people. Munoz heard New's 
story and quickly managed to cut the 
bureaucratic red tape that had 
brought the farily to such a deeperate 
state. A check soon arrived by car

The congressional race in the 4th 
District has gained national attention 
since the mid - July Washington Post 
disclosured that Leggett had a mis- 
tress and two illegitimate children and 
that he had forged his wife's name ona 
deed to the home for his second 
family 

More recent Post stories reported 
the FBI and a federal grand jury are 
investigating charges that Leggett and 
2! other congressmen received cash 
and gifts to “create a favorable 
legslative climate here for South 
Korea.” 

Leggett has denied the FBI is 
interested in him, and claims that his 
“social! life” 1s not an issue in this race 

Leggett’s only opposition listed on 
the ballot is Dehr, a 63 - year - old 


retired safety engineer and Citrus 
Heights fire commissioner frem North 
Highlands. Dehr emphasizes the 
traditional GOP issues: More defense 
spending and less government 
bureaucracy 

Sheedy, a 34 - year - old CSUS 


graduate and county supervisor, is | 


conducting a tough, up - hill write - in 
campaign against Leggett. Sheedy has 
charged Leggett with “dealing flip- 
pantiy” with the charges that have 
been made against him, and for hun- 
ting and fishing as a guest of defense 
contractors 

The 4th Congressional! District in- 
cludes Colusa, Sutter, Yolo and 
Solano Counties and the north - 
western portion of Sacramento Coun-

Veterans assistance statute 


sets date, opens benefit era 


The Veterans Education and Em- 
ployment Assistance Act of 1976 (PL- 
94-502,) signed into law by President 
Ford on October 15, sets a ter- 
mination date for the nation’s third GI 
Bill and opens a new era for veterans 


education benefits. 


Jointly operated by the Veterans 
Administration (VA) and the 
Department of Defense, the program 
will offer 36 months of educational as- 
sistance entitlement with a 10 - year 
delimiting date. 


The current GI Bill will not be 


available to persons who entered the 
armed services after December 31, 


1976. 


The new law created a Voluntary 


Contributory Educational! Assistance 
program for persons initially entering 
military service after December 31, 


1976. Veterans now eligible have until 


December 31, 1989 to complete 
training. 


Participants in the new program 
may contribute $50 to $75 monthly 
from their salaries, up to a maximum 
$2,700. 


The contributions will be matched 


by the VA at a rate of $2 for every $1 
made by the service member. 


John G. Miller, director of the VA 
Regional Office in Los Angeles says 


the new law also provides for an eight 
per cent increase in monthly 
allowances for all current training 
offered by the program, except flight 
training, retroactive to October 1, 


1976. 


Other features of the new law in- 
clude 

— Increased maximum amount for 
education loans from $600 to $1,500 

~ Terminated enrollments and re - 
enrollments by current active - duty 
members in Predischarged Education 
Program (PREP), after October 31, 
1976. PREP wiil be available during 


the last six months of the first 
enlistment for service members who 
Participate in the new voluntary con- 
tributory program. 


-Removed delimiting date for 
seriously disabled and  bilindea 


veterans enrolled in vocational 
rehabilitation training. 


Construction proposal

Some 1300 applications were made 
statewide but oniy 300 were approved 
according to Peter Weisser of the 
Employment 


California State 


Development Department The 
department was instrumental! in the 
selection of projects to be submitted 
for federal approval because priorities 
were assigned according to the unem- 
plc yment level in the area. 

“One factor in the rejection of the 
project was that CSUS already has 
some type of auditorium,” said 
Weisser. “Another problem was that 
other projects were deemed to have 
greater prionty.”

Environmentalist Barry Com- 
moner urged people to install solar 
energy units on their homes and 
commercial buildings in Davis, where 
he spoke on “Freedom and the 
Ecological Imperative” Friday 


Commoner, noted author and 
current Director of the Center for the 
Biology of Natural Sciences at 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
says that using solar energy to supply 
half of the heating and hot water needs 


of buildings will result in a 10 per cent 
price reduction for those utilities 
The environmental biologist, lately 
turned economist, is best known for 
his book on fundamental en- 
vironmental biology, The Closing Cir- 
cle. The book has been used as an en-

Faculty will vote 
on GE amendments

This week the faculty will make 
known therr opimon of the proposed 
new General Education (GE) 
program. The Faculty Senate deaded 
last week to send the new proposals to 
a campus - wide referendum 


Allan Wade, chair of the election 
committee, said that the referendum 
will be conducted in two phases 

Ihe taculty will vote on whether 
to accept two amendments 

The taculty will then consider 
the entire GE package If esther of the 
amendments has passed, they will be 
part of the package 


The first of the proposed 
amendments clanfies the language ina 
section of the requirements, and ts ex- 
pected to pass easily. However, the 
second measure is more controversial 


The second amendment would re- 
quire students to take nine units in 
Major Contemporary Social Issues, 
such as ethnic studies, women’s 
studies, environmental studies and 
conflict resolution. The proposal is 
chiefly supported by Otis Scott and 
Robert Anilanes of Ethnic Studies 

In a close vote at the October 17 


Sickle cell 


Delors Geiger, cutreach director 
of the University of California, Davis, 
Sacramento Medical Center, outlined 
several aspects of the sickle cell disease 
last Thursday afternoon after a film 
presentation and question and answer 
penod 

“The sickle cell anemia disease can 
cause pain to develop in and on 
different parts of the body and can 
very senously handicap a person who 
has it.” said Geiger 

Geiger explained that sickle cell 
comes in two major forms called 


Faculty Senate meeting. the Senate 
recommended that the amendment go 
to a referendum. Many senators said 
that there were already courses re 
quired which covered social issues 
Some others believe that additional! 
requirements simply will not fit into 
the program 


A motion to table the amendment 
which would have delayed con- 
sideration of the entire GE package 
was defeated. clearing the way for the 
referendum 


If the faculty reyects either of the 
amendments, the rest of the proposed 
GE revisions wiil not be affected The 
second phase of the voting wili take 
place after consideration of the 
amendments 

Supporters of the sacial issues 
measure are not sure how the faculty 
will vote, although a few expressed the 
belief that it will be defeated 


Wade expects a good turn-out for 
the referendum. “Anything over one - 
third is considered good.” he said 
“But | think there's a lot of interest in 
this 


If the faculty votes in favor of the 
new GE proposals, they will go to 
President Bond for his judgement 


Studies textbook at 
CSUS. In his latest book, The Poverty 
of Power, Commoner dea!s with the 
economic roots of environmental! 


explained the economic hazards of a 
technology based on “immature” 
machines and non - renewable 
resources 

A “mature” machine. according to 
Commoner. ts “one that will work 
with no surprises.” 

Nuclear power plants are “im- 
mature” he said. because they are un- 
predictable and they don't effectively 
match the energy used with the task re- 
quired) That task is to boi! water in 
order to produce steam. which dnves 
hydraulic generators. Thousands of 
tumes the amount of heat actually 
necessary is produced. resulting in in- 
creasingls expensive safety measures 
to contain the excessive heat and 

adiation 

A recent Harvard Study shows that 
he price of nuclear power 1s rising 
hree times faster than coal - fired 
power plants. This increase. said 
Commoner, is “a result of newly 
accepted responsibilites for safety and 
environmental control.” 

Nuclear technology 1s not the only 
form of energy that 1s increasing in 
price. So is onl, and Commoner relates 
this to the fact that oil is a non 
renewable resource. Every barre! of oi! 
used means one less barrel of oii sn the 
world and in a market economy this 
translates into msing prices 

The Energy Research and 
Development Agency's (ER DA) plans 
to further develop petroleum, shale 
oi, synthetic oi from coal, and 
nuclear power, said Commoner, wi!! 
enly ensure that energy prices con- 
tinue to rise for the next 75 years, since 
they are all based on non - renewable 
resources of “immature” technology 


Commoner also said that the pnces 
for consumer and wholesale goods 
have Msen in conjunction witn in- 
creasing energs prices 

“Nobod\ though 
How our beloved politiqans can

speak of inflation with the one hand 
and blithely accept the price of energy 
with the other hand I yust don’t 
knew.” 


Commoner emphasized that the 


answer to spiraling energy costs. in- 
Nation. and “immature” technology ts 
the development of solar energy 

He claimed that if the funding otf a 
hill President Ford has introduced to 
Congress. calling for $100 billion to be 
spent along the lines of ERDA’s 
suggestions. Was instead used to 
provide pnvate loans for developing 
solar energy. the country’s energy 
problem could be partially solved 

“Accepting his judgement that we 
have $100 bilhon to do that.” said 
Commoner. “after ten years we would 
be 20 per cent less dependent on 
foreign oi. and three - fourths of the 
homes and commercial buildings 
could be operating partially ( 60 per 
cent) on solar energy to supply space 
heating and hot water. In 15 vears the 
loans could be repayed by paying the 
government the amount saved from 
solar energy ~ 

Commoner said he feit the main 
hazard to the environment is the rec- 
kless nature of the production system 
n our country which is dominated by 
the economic system. [he power the 
economic system has over the produc- 
tions system he said “is what the 
businessmen call the bottom line. the 
rate of profit ~

Government crack down on student loans 


Students who thought Uncle Sam 
would play sugar daddy have someth- 
ing new to think about. After lending 
$8 billion to more than 4.5 miliion 
students im ten years, the federal 
government is pulling the reins in on 
federally guaranteed student loans 

The overall student loan default 
rate has climbed to 15.6 per cent. As 
another way out of financtal distress, 
many students choose to go through 
the admimstrative mechanism of ban- 
kruptcy. In 1975 nearly 4000 students

Hemoglobin types AS and SS

“The sickle cell trait blood type 
usually does not require medication,” 
ing sickle cell is ome in fous,” Geiger 
stated. According to Geiger stated 
person's life span wio has the sickle 
cell trait. [t's not contagious, not com- 
municable, and presents no immediate 
danger. The sickle cell trait cannot 
change into sickle cell anemia.” 


Geiger said sickle ceil trait is not a 





disease and is not found to constitute 
any major health problem 

Sickle cell anemia is a disease 
Hemogiabin type S from one parent 
and hemoglobin type S from the other 
parent combine and a chiid is born 
with sickle cell anemia 

Sickle cell anemia ts present in one 
out of 400 black Americans and on 
rare occasions can be seen in some 
whites in this country, said Geiger 
“When both parents have the sickle 
cell trait the chances of their child hav- 
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took this route. Because students are 
@ven incomplete information about 
their loans, they are forced to-come to 
sudden gnps with what once seemed 
like the never - never land of 
repayment schedules as soon as 120 
days after graduation. The student is 
confronted with a poor job market 
and forced to meet joan repayments at 
the same time 

In one San Francisco case, an 
HEW official was c2id “tens of 
thousands of dollars in cash” to helpa 
private school owner obtain federal 
tunds, according to Senate Permanent 
Invesugation subcommittee in- 
formation in November 1975. The of- 
ficial later resigned after receiving 
nearly $20,000 in the form of con- 
sulting fees. 

Students have also been the victims 


sometimes private schools which close 
before the students graduate The 
student is left holding the bill and 
able to repay their federal loans 


anyway 


For students who already have 
federal!y insured loans, and are unable 
to repay them, the government has 
collection plans to get their money 
back In 1974. HEW enlisted the ser- 
vices of 135 collectors to crack down 
on defaults. If a student has a delin- 
quent loan. he or she can expect a 
letter in the mail. If this doesn't work 
the student will be contacted by 
telephone. Intact, HE W consulted the 
telephone company to assist in train 
ing the corps of collectors. The phone 
companies have been studying ways to 


save money for HEW in their phone 
campaigns 

It the collector determines that the 
student ts Capable of paying but sim 
ply won't, the file is sent to the 
Department of Justice The collector 
tains the information from. the 
student directly or trom outside credit 
services. The credit service delivers an 
assets report on the student. Despite 
the increase in student default and 
bankruptcy rates, a source at HEW 
matmtained that no drastic measures 
have been taken to collect payments 
[hat was not enough, however, to 
deter four HEW collectors in Dallas 
Irom posing as FBI agents and other 
law ollicers to force students to pay aff 
loans. The officials were brought to 4 
Dallas state court on charges of 
Misrepresentation CPS 


ASI check cashing limit lowere 


The ASI Business Office limited 
check cashing from $20 to a $10 max- 
imum last week after they kept run- 
ning out of cash 

The check cashing service. located 
in the University Union, had so many 
users this semester that, according to 
acting ASI Executive Director Larry 
Bliss. up to four trips to the bank were 
being made every week to get more 
cash 

“We only have a limited amount of 
money.” explains Bliss. “So we'd 
rather have a little bit of money fora

Sacramento could = experience 
moderate” earthquake damage to 
buildings in the event of an ear 
thquake here, according to Chuck 
Real. seismologist for the Califorma 
Division of Mines and Geology 

Chances of an earthquake occuring 
in Sacramento are “very tow” in com- 
Panson to San Francisco or Los 
Angeles. said Real But if an ear 
thyuake did stnke here. Sacramento 
might experience some minor damage 
such as cracks in walls, broken win- 
dows. and falling plaster. he said 

Rea! noted that during the San 
Francisco earthquake of 1906. Sac- 
ramento feit a shock of intensity Sor6 
on the modilted Marcalli scale. The 
Marcall: scale. like the Richter scale 
measures the strength of earthquakes 
It is used to record varying intensities

The UCD Aggies come to town

Coached by Jim Sochor, the 
Agges have won five straight Far 
Western Conference crowns and are 
favored to repeat this year. Their 
record is 3-1, with conquests over Cal 
Poly Pomona, Chico State and 
Hayward State, last week. UCD's only 
setback came in the second week of the 
season at the hands of Cal State Nor- 
thndge 

Davis leads the senes 13-9, dating 
back to 1954. Davis won the first game 
ever, 14-0. The Hornet's last victory 
came in 1969 

Sacramento had four consecutive 
wins from 1966-69, before Davis 
turned the winning streak around.

This is in response to the Oct. 15 
letter by Duane Campbell which at- 
tacked the way the Hornet's editor has 
been handling the Letters to the 
Editor 

It seems to me that by printing 
Campbell's letter and other articles 
and letters in support of Proposition 
14 in the Oct. 19 issue, along with 
current and prior letters and articles 
against 14, that the Hornet 1s indeed 
trying to hold an unbiased stance on 
the controversial proposition 

In Campbell's letter, he brings out 
an interesting thought: What was 
Chavez paid $1,000 for?

There were some errors in your ar- 
ticle appearnng in the October 15 
Hornet on the General Education 
proposal now being debated by the 
Faculty Senate. Given the complex 
nature of the issues involved, | am not 
surprised that your reporter would 
find this a difficult story to cover. In 
no way is this letter meant to cnticize 
his attempt to cover the story, but 
rather it 1s an attempt to clarify some 
serious misimpressions that the story 
may have conveyed 


(1) There was an amendment by the 
Faculty Senate to the proposal as 
developed by the General Education 
Committee calling for 9 units on 
“Contemporary Social issues.” 
However, the Senate did not specify 
what this category might include. The 
determination as to what courses 
fulfill the intent of the Senate will 
become part of the General Education 
Committee's course re view procedure 
(This committee determines whether 
or not courses submitted by 
departments are eligible for GE 
credit and under which category 
ie., Natural Science, Social Science, 
Fine Arts, Basic Subjects, Electives 
that credit will be given.) Thus the 
statement in the article is not correct 


“The amendment would require 
students to take nine units in minority 
studies, women's studies, en- 
vironmental studies, or conflict 
resolution.” 


It is clear from the Senate's intent 
that these areas would, indeed, 
provide courses under the contem- 
porary social issues category, but 
other areas departments programs 
also would clearly be eligible to submit 
such courses to the General Education 


Committee. In tact, | have been 
unable to bring to mind a single 
department on this campus that could 
not develop a course that would ap- 
propriately fit this heading. Some 
students will find themselves taking no 
units in the programs indicated by the 
reporter. In fact, it would be rare, 
indeed, to find a student who took all9 
units yn these areas! 


(2) I'm quoted as saying in regard 
to the Senate GE. debate, “I don't 
think half of them knew what was be- 
ing talked about in there.” 


This is really a quote taken out of 
context! My reference was toa specific 
complex issue. The mechanics, im- 
plications, provisions of the General 
Education Program are all ternbly 
interrelated and highly complex. Any 
change in a category or unit re- 
quirement has tremendous un- 
plications as to departmental en- 
rollment shifts, to the number of units 
required of various categories of 
students for fulfillment of their 
graduation contracts, as well as to the 
underlying philosophy of the purposes 
of General Education. There is 
probably no single person on campus 
who has a full, empirically venfiable 
handle on all these important ques- 
tions for any given proposed change 


Before the issue goes out to referen- 
dum, | would hope that the Senate 
could generate as much hard in- 
formation about the full scope of 
change implied by each and every 
proposal appearing on the ballot. In 
fact, there will still be a good deal of 
uncertainty until we actually im- 
plement a given program change. The 
variables involved are just too un- 
predictable: student preferences, 
veneral Education Committee 
decisions as to appropriateness of 
courses, departmenta! response to the 
vanous General Education categories, 
the response of the community 
colleges to the change, etc 
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they are asking for something they 
already have It seems ironic and 
redundant 

What proposition 14 will do if 
passed is allow invasion of pnvate 
property by the organizers. It's almost 


like a legal! trespassing law that would 
effectively take place and could lead to 
violence once again. Also, the ran- 
chers and farmers would be res- 
ponsible and liable for anything and 
everything that took place on his 
property. Supposing someone got 
hurt 

For example, if someone was to 
orgamze babysitters, how would you 
feel as a parent if you knew that at 
anytime whether you were at home or 
not, anyone could just come into the 
privacy of your own home and 
organize your babysitter? 

All | am saying 1s that proposition 
14 is a redundant, senseless initiative 
Mr Chavez knows that the secret 
balloting is on its Way again, thanks to 
the efforts of his people. And the only 
reason he kept 14 on the ballot was 
because of the hard work his people 


went through to put it there
